fe death of Feedstuffs’ editor, Harvey Yantis, last week was a profound 
hock to his associates and friends. It would not be quite so difficult to 


accept the loss of a man of his stature under more usual circumstances of 
prolonged ill health or after achievement of well-earned years of retirement 
but Harvey was 56. He had just returned from a restful vacation, looking fit 
and tan and as ever the picture of affable competence. He had reached a stage 
in his career as an editor and publishing executive of great achievement and 
possibly even greater promise. It is no wonder that his passing was to so many 
in incredible happening 

Circumstances under which some events occur often have a way ol 
coinciding with other events which seem to emphasize their significance 
Such a situation, it can be construed, was the case last week. For journalists, 
the really important things seem always to happen at the moment the forms 
are ready to be put on the press. Word of Harvey's death came to the staff of 
leedstulls at this moment 

Deadlines are the life of journalists such as Harvey, and so are editorial 
causes, When the unwanted report of his death appeared in Feedstuffs, it was 
noted later, it was side-by-side with a news story concerning the campaign to 
convert grain trading from bushels to hundredweights. This effort, now led 
by the American Feed Manufacturers Assn., was the subject of many 
persuasive editorials written by Harvey through the years when the issue 
was growing from just an idea to a top industry goal. Many men in the 
industry believe that the spark of his typewriter had a great deal to do with 
bringing the subject into full flame

A ENTION of this possibly is not the best example of Harvey's close 
M identity with the industry and its problems through his 28-year 
leadership of Feedstuffs, but it is a timely one. We could cite, too, his recent 
expressions of editorial opinion on the subject of reckless financing by the 
feed industry which have received wide attention 

No detailed review of Harvey's role as an interpreter of industry ideas 
and ideals is necessary, and one could not distinguish at this point which 
editorial deeds might be judged in historical retrospect as most effective 
or most important, Perhaps the influence he contributed, through his writing 
and in other ways, to improved cooperation between industry and educational 
institutions, or between the industry and government officials, might qualify 
high in an evaluation of this kind, Or perhaps his keen judgment of news 
values that distinguished him as a newspaper editor will rank with his 
greater accomplishments. 

His capabilities were readily recognized in other industries served by 
publications of The Miller Publishing Co. as well. Within the company he 
earned the confidence of his associates, those older and those younger, and 
in a natural course of events he was made president of the company in 1954 
and given the broader responsibilities of this assignment

KILLED editor though he was, Harvey could not have gained the keen 
4 understanding of the feed industry he so ably demonstrated if it were not 
for his warm regard for people, his pleasant manner and interest in the 
problems of others. To this, his sincerity of purpose and exactly the right 
amounts of dignity and wit added the ingredients necessary to make him 
the friend and confidant of men throughout the industry. He knew them well,

Those close to the individual know of and 
understand the undefined values best, and this knowledge can be their 
reward and comfort at times of oppressive loss. 

Yet, there is little doubt that Harvey Yantis’ working hours produced 
a living monument to his leadership. His associates, encouraged by his 
example, are dedicated to strengthening that monument in conformance 
with the sound structural principles of its architect. It is only fitting that

Number of Cattle on Feed 
Up 4% From Year Ago 


WASHINGTON The number of 
eattle and calves on feed for market 
in 13 major feeding states on April 


1 has been estimated at 4,392,000 
head. This represents an increase 
of 4% over a year ago. 


There also was an increase of 4% 
from Jan. 1, 1956, to Jan. 1, 1957, 
in these same states, the U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture pointed out. 
Thus, compared with a year earlier, 
cattle feeding activity has continued 
at about the same pace. 


Compared with Jan. 1, 1957, the 


April 1 total in the 13 states was 
down 15%. This is about the usual 
decline for this period. 

The 13 states are Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois, Minnesota, Iowa, Missouri, 
South Dakota, Nebraska, Kansas, 
Texas, Colorado, Arizona and Cali- 


fornia. 

Numbers placed on feed in these 
states during the January-March 
quarter, at 1,736,000 head, were 
about the same as during the same 
period in 1956. Fed cattle marketed 
from the 13 states during the first 
quarter this year, at 2,516,000 head, 
were 2% above the similar period 
for 1956 

Cattle and calves on feed in Idaho, 
not included in the 13 states, totaled 
100,000 head on April 1, down 15% 
from 1956 


Corn Belt 

Cattle and calves on feed in nine 
Corn Belt states on April 1 totaled 
3,661,000 head—up 6% from a year 
earlier. All but two of the states 
showed increases. (See accompany- 
ing table.) Fed cattle marketed and 
numbers placed on feed for the Jan- 
uary-March quarter showed little 
change from a year earlier. Market- 
ings were unchanged, and place- 
ments, at 1,371,000 head, were up 
2%. Shipments of stocker and feed-

Grain Problems, Crop Outlook Attract 
Attention at Texas Grain, Feed Meeting 


SAN ANTONIO, TEXAS~-— The 
Commodity Credit Corp. is planning 
to reconcentrate its Texas grain sor- 
ghums holdings for storage, C. H. 
Moseley, Commodity Stabilization 
Service director in the Dallas area, 
told the annual meeting of the Texas 


Grain & Feed Dealers Assn. here 
April 12-13. Mr. Moseley discussed 


various aspects of the grain handling 
problems of the commodity agency 
in the Southwest. 

The outlook for grain production in 
Texas is greatly improved as a result 
of spring rains and indications are 
that the recent government forecast 
of 27 million bushels may be ex- 
ceeded with continued favorable 
weather. Prospects also are good for 
oats and milo, it was indicated. A 
crop report session was led by Frank 
White of the J. C. Crouch Grain Co., 
Dallas. 

Other speakers on the program 
were Clarence D. Palmby, director of 
the grain division, Commodity Stabil- 
ization Service, Washington; Robert 
Liebenow, president of the Chicago 
Board of Trade, and Alvin E. Oliver, 


executive vice president, Grain & 
Feed Dealers National Assn., St. 
Louis. 


Mr. Palmby said that it now ap- 
pears government grain inventories 
are approaching their peak, although 
they may not yet have quite reached 
that point. The problem facing the 
storage agency now, he said, is wheth- 
er to treat regional excesses of sup- 
plies by adding government storage in 
the same region or by shipping the 
grain to empty facilities in other 
areas. The present policy decision is 
to ship to empty storage, although 
Mr. Palmby warned that this prin- 
ciple could not be followed to extent 
of moving grain out of line. It is also 
department policy to regard govern- 
ment grain bins as “temporary” stor- 
age and to use trade facilities to the 
extent they are available, he added. 

The knotty problem that faces 
every CSS decision of disposal sales 
of surplus stocks is how this can be 
done without interfering with nor- 
mal trade operations and without de- 
pressing market prices. These objec- 
tives are simply not attainable in a 
disposal program, he said, although 
Congress seems to think they are. 

“Somehow, sometime we must—for 
the preservation of our economy—not 
only stop the accumulation of sur- 
pluses but rid ourselves of the self- 
deluding system which permits their 


accumulation,” said Robert Liebenow, 
president of the Chicago exchange 
“Dependence on government can nev- 
er be the answer to farm prosperity.” 

“The final answer appears to me to 


be clear and unmistakable,” Mr 
Liebenow said. “Our objective should 
be the complete disposal of all farm 
products held by the Commodity 
Credit Corp. But until the authority 
for acquisition of these commodities 
is removed, we cannot hope to reach 
this objective because of the political 
pressures. We must secure congre: 

sional action to eliminate the authori 
ty of the secretary of agriculture to 


acquire and store any farm commodi-

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New USDA Report 
Expected to Help 
Broiler Industry 


WASHINGTON—The U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has begun is- 
suing a report which indicates 
the number of pullet chicks being 
sold for broiler hatchery supply 
flocks. 

The report, a new tool for broiler 
industry planning, is designed to in- 
dicate the potential pullets available 
for addition to hatchery egg supply 
flocks several months before the pul- 
lets will actually move into the 
flocks. It is expected that the report 
will be issued on a monthly basis 
for several months 

USDA said the indicated place- 
ments of pullet chicks for broiler 
hatchery supply flocks by 10 of the 
largest primary producers of broiler 
replacement stock totaled 2,538,000 
chicks during March 
in March, 1956 

In February, 
let chicks placed was 9% 
a year earlier. 

These totals include pullets 
during the month plus the number 
of pullet chicks expected from eggs 
sold during the preceding month 
The conversion from eggs to expect- 
ed pullet chicks was made on the 
basis of 125 pullet chicks per case 
of hatching eggs sold 

The special report was made at 
the request of poultry industry repre 
sentatives. The 10 primary breeders 
selected account for a very large 
percentage of the total supply of 
replacement pullets for broiler hatch- 
ery supply flocks. 

The National Broiler Council, 
Richmond, Va., calling attention to 
the report, said that it provides, for 
the first time, a clear picture of the 
number of pullet chicks being sold 
for hatchery supply flocks. The in 
formation gives an indication of 
broiler hatching egg supplies a full 
six months ahead of any former re- 
port 

The report was recommended by 
the council's board of directors at 
its January meeting.

Expansion of Feed 
Industry in Latin 


America Predicted 


KANSAS CITY—An expansion of 
the feed industry along with the 
growth of animal agriculture in Latin 
American countries is predicted by 
Eugene L. Selders, who returned re- 
cently from a visit to six countries 
with a Kansas City trade group.

The 46 members of the 
commission, including Kansas City’s 
mayor, H. Roe Bartle, traveled in a 
chartered plane to Guatemala, Cuba, 
Jamaica, Haiti, Dominican Republic 
and Puerto Rico. 

In each country the commission 
visited with the heads of the state, 
cabinet members and city officials. 
Mr. Selders was also able to contact 
several persons connected with the 
feed industry. 


In Guatemala he learned of an 


| operator who wanted to put in 5,000

finding financing. Bank rates on such 
an enterprise are about 18-20%, he 
said. 

The demand for more meat has

Terramycin in Feed or 
Salt Mixture Prevents 
Bloat, Pfizer Reports 


NEW YORK — The prevention of 
bloat in cattle can be achieved 


| through the addition of the antibiotic 
| Terramycin to the cattle ration or 


salt mixture, Chas. Pfizer & Co., Inc., 
said this week. 

A Pfizer spokesman announced that 
the Food and Drug Administration 
has accepted the use of Terramycin 
mixed in cattle feed or salt so that 
the cattle receive 75 milligrams per 
head per day as a means of prevent- 
ing and reducing the incidence and 
severity of bloat. This disease is said 
to cost U.S. farmers from $40 to $45 
million each year. 

Pfizer scientists said the claims for 
Terramycin in preventing bloat are 
based on three years of field testing 
and research conducted at two mid- 
western universities and Pfizer agri- 
cultural research and development 


| center. This antibiotic, it was report- 


ed, reduced the incidence of bloat by 
an average of 76% in all of the tests 
and field trials. 

The scientists stated that the great- 
est losses from bloat to dairymen and 
cattlemen are the losses in milk pro- 
duction and slower gains in weight 
which usually follow. 

They said that Terramycin in the 
feed or salt mixture will reduce the 
incidence and severity of bloat in 
cattle on pasture as well as in the 
feedlot.

Dr. Frank Crane, Land O’Lakes 
Creameries, Inc., Minneapolis, report- 
ed on work with early weaned pigs. 
He said it was felt that a 10-lb. 
weight is needed before weaning 
early. 

Pepsin was tried in a formula for 
early weaning, with the pigs about 
three weeks of age and 10 or 11 Ib. at 
the start. Under the conditions and 
formulation in this test, pepsin was of 
no value, Dr. Crane said. 

Antibiotics at 40 and 200-gram-per- 
ton levels were tested, and gains were 
improved 11-25%. Dr. Crane said that 
40 grams of penicillin and 40 and 200 
grams of Aureomycin all resulted in 
about the same rate of gain. 

Additions of fish solubles and 
Vigofac to the pig feeds improved 
gains, he reported. 

Working with pellets and meal, it 
was shown that pellets were preferred 
over meal.

unidentified factors for growing-fat- 
tening hogs, testing 5% Vigofac, 
2.5% whey and a combination of the 
two. A “slight kick” from the Vigofac 
and a “slight depression” from the 
whey were reported. Summarizing, 
Dr. Crane said that the basal, Vigofac 
and combination showed about the 
same results. For growing-fattening 
hogs, he said, it appeared that a 
source of unidentified factors was not 
needed. 

In connection with his report, Dr. 
Crane mentioned one hog which 
reached 200 lb. in four months, even 
though there was a slight drop in 
gain from the stress of moving the 
pig at one time. 


Protein for Layers 

He also presented some data on 
protein for laying hens, testing pro- 
tein levels of 10, 12, 14, 16 and 18%, 
with energy kept constant at 992 
calories of productive energy per 
pound. Production rates in a Septem- 
ber-January period were 65, 71, 74, 77 
and 78%, respectively. The effect of 
lower protein did not take hold until 
November, he said, and by January 
the effect was greater. 

Dr. Crane said it could be con- 
cluded from this test that anything 
below 16% protein might result in 


trouble. 
Dr. Max Markley of Markley Labo- 
ratories, Minneapolis, told of work 


on the analysis of roughage for beef 
and dairy cattle feeding. 


With low protein roughage, he said, 


| it appears that availability of protein 


has been overestimated, and in high 


protein roughage, availability has 
been underestimated. 

Taking the crude protein in dry 
matter of silage, it is found that 


availability is about 6% less. 

Dr. Markley said it appears that 
it is necessary to supplement corn 
silage more than has been thought 

George Gates, Feedstuffs, Minne- 
apolis, was chairman of this special 
seminar program which included re- 
ports from industry research men in 
the Twin Cities.

have seen more changes take place 
in marketing the past five years then 
in the previous 80 years.” 

These changes include: 

1. The growth of the specialized 
poultryman in the poultry industry. 

2. Shifts in production between 
geographic areas of the country. 

3. Increase in size of flocks. 

4. Improved breeding, feeding and 
management practices on the various 
poultry farms. 

The small farm flocks of previous 
years are declining rapidly in many 
areas of the country today. In areas 
of heavy egg production, the average 
flock size has been increased. In 
many areas, particularly close to

heavy population areas, handling of 
eggs has become a highly specialized 
large scale operation, and it looks like 
it will become increasingly so. 

These changes in egg producing 
habits are having a great influence on 
the traditional pattern of egg market- 
ing. In the Midwest, the traditional 
pattern has been small flocks on gen- 
eral farms with eggs being sold to 
local grocery stores or local produce 
houses. Within the last three or four 
years a majority of the midwest 
states revised their egg laws or pass- 
ed new ones. While these egg laws 
are not all identical, they do have 
primarily the same end result. Their 
obvious intention was to weed out 
producers of poor eggs and thus as- 
sure the consumer of a higher aver- 
age quality egg pack than had previ- 
ously been the case. This has already 
shown its effect on egg production 
and egg handling methods. 


Quality Problem 


For many years egg buyers have 
been concerned with the uncertainty 
that usually exists regarding the 
quality of the eggs they buy. Like- 
wise, poultrymen producing eggs for 
the consumer market have long been 
disturbed at the price spread which 
exists between producers and consum- 
ers. The decline in quality of the eggs 
which occurs as they go through the

much money these days unless he pro- 
duces a steady supply of high quality 
eggs, does it efficiently, and has a 
good market for his product. If you 
put the answers or the solutions to 
these problems all together in one 
package, you have what has popularly 
been called “egg business in a pack- 
age” involving farmers, feed, equip- 
ment, hatchery and produce people. 

Some people call this integration in 
egg production. In fact, they like to 
compare it to the broiler industry 
where integration has become a com- 
monly discussed part of broiler rais- 
ing. In the case of the caged layer 
program in which we are participat- 
ing in the state of Kansas, and pro- 
grams in other areas, we like to feel 
that these programs are ones of co- 
ordination and cooperation rather 
than integration. We feel that if these 
programs work out properly they will 
show that cooperation and coordina- 
tion between poultrymen and firms 
serving the poultry industry will 
work to the benefit of all. 

Actually, this so called “egg busi-

ness in a package” is not necessarily 
new. However, it has been getting a 
tremendous amount of publicity late- 
ly because poultrymen al! over the 
country are looking for solutions to 
their problems in these times of low 
prices. In the past, a number of co- 
operatives have provided extensive 
marketing services and some of them 
have provided everything from feed 
to marketing. There have also been a 
lot of local plans for package type 
programs where egg production has 
been carried out on a contract basis. 
However, it is probably true that the 
cage layer program in the state of 
Kansas represents one of the largest 
ventures now in existence for putting 
producers and private enterprise to- 
gether in a package egg program. 
This package for the producers in 
Kansas includes financing if needed 
and can be justified, specified hous- 
ing, a standard type of equipment, a 
certain breed of bird, a definite type 
and brand of feed, plus a ready mar- 
ket for all the eggs produced with a 
guaranteed price on all Grade A large 
eggs. 
More Stable Market 

As I said previously, there are and 
probably will be many variations of 
package egg programs as more farm- 
ers and produce people get seriously 
interested in their egg marketing 
problems. I would hesitate to make 
any type of prediction as to just ex- 
actly where this would lead us or 
what the future will hold five to ten 
years from now. However, I think 
we can say with a degree of cer- 
tainty that a great deal of attention 
is going to have to be paid to this 
type of egg production, if we are to 
do anything worthwhile in establish- 
ing a more stable market for eggs 
We feel that in this package egg pro- 
gram in Kansas, effective marketing 
and merchandising might be called 
the key to the whole operation. A 
very definite and special effort is be- 
ing made in that program to market 
the high quality egg produced at a 
premium over the ordinary eggs 
which are sold on the retail market 
in Kansas City. 

While General Mills is not directly 
responsible for the egg marketing in 
this program because a produce deal- 
er buys and sells the eggs, General 
Mills is helping merchandise the eggs 
by permitting the use of our trade-

the eggs are not refrigerated the 
minute they are picked up from the 
poultry houses. Also, a certain type of 
bird is specified. This is not because 
the people participating in the pro- 
gram feel that these birds are any 
better than other types of birds, but 
it is to assure uniform egg size and 
uniform egg shape. That's one of the 
reasons the program calls for a cer- 
tain type of Larro egg mash. While 
Larro feeds are required, the pro- 
gram goes even farther than that. A 
certain type of Larro egg mash is 
used so we can be certain that the 
yolk color in all eggs will be uniform 

All poultrymen use the same type 
of house and the same equipment in 
the house so it will be that much 
easier for service men to properly 
supervise the program and advise the 
growers on feeding, management and 
disease problems. Experience has 
shown that if all operations are uni- 
form and all operators are uniformly 
efficient, problems are more easily 
solved due to the identical experi- 
ences of the many operators on the 
program. There is much less chance 
of error. 

All of the eggs produced in this 
program are gathered three times 
daily and put into the farm cooler. 
They are then delivered by the pro- 
ducer or picked up by the feed deal- 
er at least twice weekly. Each Larro 
feed dealer participating in the pro- 
gram serves as an egg collecting 
point, and he stores the eggs in refri- 
gerated storage in his establishment 
The eggs are then transported to 
market by the produce company’s 
refrigerated trucks, thus being under 
refrigeration constantly from _ the 
time they are laid. 


Financing 

A great deal of publicity has been 
given the financing of this program 
We feel that this is unfortunate, but 
since financing has become so im- 
portant in agriculture recently, we 
can see why this publicity has been 
interesting to readers around the 
country. The initial cost for the poul- 
trymen to get into this program is 
about $11,000, with about $8,000 of it 
being available through financing 
from many sources. In our experience 
with this program so far, with about 
200 houses either constructed or un- 
der construction, we find that at least 
75% of the poultrymen do not take 
the full financing available. The fi- 
nancing is handled by all the com- 
panies involved as well as the local 
banks and other lending agencies. As 
far as General Mills is concerned, we 
are involved only in feed financing, 
which financing is subject to the prin- 
ciples of sound credit administration 

The financing arrangements cover 
a three year period—the same length

Influence of Antibiotics on the 
Pantothenic Acid Requirements of 
Swine

The objective of this study was to 
determine the effect of supplementing 
a low-protein corn-soybean oil meal 
ration with Aureomycin on the panto- 


thenic acid requirements of early 
weaned pigs in drylot 
These researchers found that five- 


week-old pigs in drylot developed 


pantothenic acid deficiency symptoms 
on @ 14% crude protein basal ration 
composed of ground yellow corn, soy- 
bean oil meal, minerals, and supple- 
mental vitamins except for panto- 
thenic acid. The basal ration con- 
tained 3.06 mg. of the vitamin per 
pound. The supplementation of this 
ration with either 6.2 mg. of panto- 
thenic acid or 10 mg. of Aureomycin 
per pound of ration prevented the 
development of the deficiency symp- 
toms. 

Under the conditions imposed, the 
antibiotic at the level used appeared 
to exert a sparing effect on the die- 


tary pantothenic acid requirements of 
weanling pigs. It is believed that this 
effect is due to some influence on the 
intestinal flora or possibly on the in- 
testine itself. 

Since vitamin By» was present in the 
ration in excess, it appears that it 
has no sparing effect on the dietary 
requirements of the pig for panto- 
thenic acid 
COMMENTS: 

The vitamin requirements of swine 
for the most part must be supplied 
by the ration, since swine are not 
capable of synthesizing in the diges- 
tive tract sufficient quantities of the

B-complex vitamins as are the rumi- 
nants. The pantothenic acid require- 
ment for growing swine is placed at 
approximately 5 mg. per pound of ra- 
tion, and that for pregnant and lac- 
tating sows slightly higher. These are 
the present recommendations of the 
NRC. Pantothenic acid as the vitamin 
itself is usually added to most well 
formulated swine feeds so that these 
requirements are met. This was not 


| always the case, and there was a time 


when large numbers of hogs in many 
feed lots were walking in a goose-step 
fashion. There is no doubt that much 
of the lameness of pigs in times past 
could be attributed to a pantothenic 
acid deficiency. 

A point of interest in this test is 
the fact that the addition of 10 mg 
of Aureomycin per pound of ration 
made a pantothenic acid-inadequate 
ration containing 3 mg. per pound in- 
to one that was adequate. Most com- 
plete swine feeds today contain 5 mg 
or better per pound of antibiotic along 
with adequate vitamin fortification. 
There would seem to be no question of 
the nutritional adequacy of these ra- 
tions. 

While it was observed in this test 
that the use of an antibiotic exerted 
a sparing effect on pantothenic acid 
requirements of swine, it does not 
justify the elimination of pantothenic 
acid supplementation of swine rations 
when antibiotics are also added. It 
should be remembered that the test 
in this report was conducted under

Three experiments were conducted 
to study the utilization of urea nitro- 
gen by swine in a standard 16% pro- 
tein corn-soybean oil mea! ration, in 
a 10% protein corn-soybean oil meal 
ration supplemented with DL methio- 
nine and L-lysine, and in an 8 and 
10% protein semipurified ration in 
which the protein was of high bio- 
logical value. 

The results indicate that urea has 
no place in practical swine rations 
when fed at low levels in the ration 
(0.16 and 0.31%). Urea exerted no 
harmful effect on gains; actually 
slightly improved gains were obtained 
at these levels; however, feed re- 
quired per pound of gain increased

linearly as the urea increased from 
0.0 to 1.25% of the ration. The per- 
cent of nitrogen retained also de- 
creased as the level of urea in the ra- 
tion increased. 

The addition of 0.65% urea, 0.04% 
methionine, and 0.26% lysine or a 
combination of urea and amino acids 
failed to significantly improve an 
protein corn-soybean oil meal type 
ration in respect to rate of gain or 
feed conversion. 

The replacement of 10 or 20% of 
the protein with equivalent amounts 
of urea nitrogen, in diets containing 
8 or 10% protein, from a mixture of 
whole dried eggs and dried skimmilk, 
significantly decreased the rate of 
gain and increased the feed required 
per pound of gain. The decrease was 
more severe on the lower level of pro- 
tein.

sibility in this case rested entirely 
with the manufacturer. He expected 
the control officials to move against 
the manufacturer, and he implied 
that he had done nothing wrong and 
should in no way be liable or in- 
convenienced for having the mis- 
branded feed. 

“It is true that this department 
looks to the manufacturer to set such 
matters right,” the News said. “How- 
ever, the feed dealer does have and 
must assume responsibilty for the 
product he sells. It is his business to 
be certain that he is handling only 
properly and adequately labeled feed.” 

The responsibility of dealers is 
clearly written into the feed law, it 
was pointed out. 

“It is expected that dealers will 
hold manufacturers responsible for 
their products,” the department said, 
“but the final seller is primarily re- 
sponsible under the law. The dealer 
should at once contact the manufac- 
turer and take such steps as are nec- 
essary to assure handling only prop-

WASHINGTON—No significant | 
change in U.S. milk cow numbers is 
in prospect, but total milk production 
probably will continue to increase this | 
year and in succeeding years as aver- 
age output per cow climbs. 

This is noted by the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in a recent re- 
port on the dairy situation. 

Fluctuations in the total number of 
milk cows on farms have been small 
for the past several years. There 
have been some declines in recent 
years but they have been small. 

The declines are the net result of 
two significant developments. First, 
the number of farms with milk cows 
has been declining at a rate of at 
least 4% a year since the late 1940's. 
On the other hand, farms continuing 


to keep milk cows have been expand-

For Numbers of Milk Cows in U.S. 


ing their scale of operations with 
changes in technology. 

From 1952-57, there was a net de- 
crease of 32,000 head in the number 
of milk cows for the U.S. as a whole 
Numbers increased in the north At- 
lantic and western states and de- 
creased elsewhere. 


Favorable Relationships 

USDA says price relationships now 
facing dairymen are not likely to 
cause any significant change in milk 
cow numbers. Any change that does 
occur in the next few years will be 
the net result of the continuing drop 
in number of farms with milk cows 
and the increase in average herd size. 

For the foreseeable future, the in- 
crease in output per cow promises to 
bring a continued expansion in total 
milk output. 

Average production per cow in 1956 
reached 6,000 lb. for the first time 
However, of course, there is a wide 
range among states—from 2,800 Ib. in 
Louisiana to 8,600 lb. in California 

Looking at this year’s situation, 
USDA says that price and income 
relationships will be sufficiently fa- 
vorable to induce the feeding neces- 
sary to obtain a record milk output 
this year. The quantity of milk equi- 
valent in value to a pound of feed 
reached 1.36 lb. in 1956, compared 
with 1.28 in 1955. 

USDA also notes that the rela- 
tionships of milk prices to hog and 
beef cattle prices promise to be near 
average in 1957. 

Another point of interest in the 
dairy situation is the current down- 
trend in over-all cattle numbers. With 
beef cattle numbers turning down- 
ward, prospects are for higher prices 
for cull dairy animals in the next few 
years, although no material increase 
is in prospect this year. Sales of these 
animals account for a significant part 
of dairy farmers’ income.

Bulk handling of incoming feed in- 
gredients to today’s feed mill is a 
trend that has come to the fore as a 
means of increasing efficiency.

A bulk system that is believed to 
have been the first of its kind in the 
feed industry was installed last year 
at the Kansas City mill of the Albers 
Milling Co., a division of Carnation 
Co. The installation employs two 
pneumatic air handling systems and 
But the 
unique part of the system is that the 
bulk ingredients are moved from the 
outside tanks several hundred feet 
directly into the scale hopper in the 
plant and then into the batch mixer. 
There are no work bins inside the 
plant for the ingredients. 

By eliminating these five work bins, 
Lowell Judd, Albers’ plant superin- 
tendent, estimates that they saved 
about $15,000 in installation costs. 
They also saved space inside the mill. 
And after using the system for more 
than six months, Mr. Judd says they 
are pleased with the way it has in- 
creased the efficiency of their opera- 
tion. 

Work bins inside the mill to re- 
ceive a bulk ingredient had been used 
before because there was great diffi- 
culty in getting accurate amounts of 
an ingredient into the scale hopper 
without them. So effective is the pres- 
ent system, that the accuracy is plus 
or minus 3 Ib. on 950 Ib. of ingredi- 
ents that may come from ail five of 
the outdoor bins, says Mr. Judd. 

This system being used at the Al- 
bers mill has five Permaglas silos, 
each equipped with a mechanical 
sweep-arm bottom unloader, and a 
50 h.p. Pneu-Vac system that moves 
the ingredients into a cyclone col- 
lector which drops them into the scale 
hopper. An automatic control panel 
inside the mill permits the operator 
to set his dials and fill the scale hop- 
per with the bulk ingredients in ex- 
actly the right amounts. 

When an ingredient going into the 
scale hopper reaches a weight pre-set 


These five Permaglas storage units 
at the Albers Milling Co. in Kansas 
City are fed and emptied by pneumat- 
lc systems.

tor at the right powers the Pneu-Vac 
system that unloads bulk rail cars 
into the glass-lined bins. 


This scale hopper in the Albers mill 


is where ingredients from the five 
outdoor bins are weighed. The ma- 
terial moves in the Pneu-Vac system 
several hundred feet from the out- 
side silos tou a cyclone collector just 
above the hopper. From the hopper, 
the ingredients go into a batch mixer 
below. Micro-ingredients are added 
to the formula through the opening 
at the right. 


on the scale, the scale sends out an 
impulse that shuts off the electrical- 
ly-powered mechanical sweep-arm 
unloader in the bottom of the Perma- 
glas silo and simultaneously slams 
shut the air cylinder operated gate 
to the pneumatic system so that no 
more material is sucked out of the 
bin by the vacuum. 

When to shut off the unloader 
proved to be the key to feeding the 
scale hopper directly from the out- 
door bins accurately enough to per- 
mit elimination of the inside work 
bins. If the unloader were shut off 
too soon, not enough of the ingredi- 
ent would get into the hopper; if it 
were not shut off soon enough, too 
much would get into the hopper. And, 
obviously the amount that eventu- 
ally wound up in the hopper had to 
be uniform each time. 

Study of the system disclosed that 
by the time the impulse from the 
scale hopper arrived to shut off the 
unloader, 11 lb. of an ingredient was 
already in transit in the Pneu-Vac 
system. Finding out that fact made 


setting of the scale hopper simple. 
Now it actually shuts off at 11 Ib. 
less than the desired weight. But by 


the time the pneumatic system sucks 
all the ingredients left in the system 
into the hopper, the exact weight is 
obtained. 

Because different ingredients have 
different weight by volume, the un- 
loader in one bin may operate at a 
different speed than the unloader in

BLACKSBURG, VA.—Changes in

Restricted Feeding 


DURHAM, N.H.—A report by Dr. 
R. C. Ringrose and R. M. Vondell of 
the University of New Hampshire 
tells of results of four experiments 
comparing full and restricted feed- 
ing of growing pullets. 

Basically, they said, restricted or 
controlled feeding is a feeding pro- 
gram designed to delay sexual ma- 
turity. By delaying maturity, it is 


stated, initial egg size will be larger 
and more hatching eggs will be pro- 
duced. Additional advantages are 
maximum use of range and reduced 
rearing costs. 

The data presented by Dr. Ring- 
rose indicated that a restriction pro- 
gram based on limiting the feeding 
time to five hours per day was not 
too successful in accomplishing the 
objectives. In fact, data showed that 
each week, between 16 and 20 weeks, 
the restricted pullets were able to 
eat as much as the full fed pullets. 

Following these results an experi- 
ment on range and one with birds in 
confinement were carried out. In

experiments, restriction was 
practiced on a poundage basis. Each 
day the restricted birds were fed 
80% as much as full fed birds. Thus, 
feed restriction was 20%. 


A commercial meat strain of New 
Hampshires was used in all experi- 
ments. 

The results, said Dr. Ringrose, 
showed that sexual maturity can be 
delayed about two weeks. When the 
restricted pullets start to lay, egg 
size is larger than when the full 
fed pullets start to lay. However, 
when egg size of both groups is 
measured after the restricted pul- 
lets have started to lay, egg size is 
essentially the same. 

The restricted pullets may lay a 
slightly larger percentage of hatch- 
ing eggs.

Dr. Ringrose listed these cautions: 

1. Pullets on a restricted program 
need enough feedr space so that all 
pullets can eat at the same time. 
Allow at least 4-5 in. of feeder space 
per bird. 

2. Restriction of feed intake also 
restricts drug intake. Hence, recom- 
mended levels of a preventive drug 
in the feed may not be adequate in 
a restriction program. 

3. If disease develops, full feed un- 
til the problem is corrected. 

4. At housing time, culling for 
health should be practiced. 

These additional suggestions were 
given: 

1. If restriction is to be practiced, 
start it at six weeks. 

2. Restrict 20%. Slightly greater 
restriction may be practiced without 
apparent harm. Other than amount 
of feed saved, 20% restriction will 
accomplish as much as more severe 
restriction. 

3. Data were presented by the 
New Hampshire workers which 
would serve as a feeding guide. 
Amount of feed consumed by a full 
fed flock will vary with the stock, 


season, range or confinement, and 

size of pullet.

Comparing hens on the four pro- 
tein levels, Mr. Thornton reported: 

1. Hens on the 11% level consist- 
ently produced small eggs. Eggs in 
the other three groups were larger 
and averaged about equal in weight. 

2. Egg production in the 13% 
group was highest by a slight mar- 
gin. The other three groups were 
about equal. 

3. In body weight, 
variation in the four groups. 

Neither egg shell thickness nor 
interior of the egg was affected by 
difference in protein level. 

In egg weight, the 17 and 13% 
levels were about equal, but hens in 
the 17% group laid more small eggs. 

“In the final analysis,” Mr. Thorn- 
ton said, “hens in the 13% protein 
group did not excel in every phase 
of the study, but they did rank high. 
The study did show that (a) 11% 
protein is inadequate to maintain 
egg weight, and (b) the 15 and 17% 
levels do not give results that justify 
the added expense.”

Under larger doses 
in the past, he said, some lambs de- 
veloped a condition similar to urin- 
ary calculi or restriction of the urin- 
ary passages. 

Other research results included a 
finding that where wheat pasture is 
available it will make the cheapest 
gains and stilbestrol implants boost- 
ed this gain by 35% over lambs not 
implanted.

LEAST-COST RATIONS 
FOR TURKEYS

EDITOR'S NOTE: Iowa State 
College has done work on “least- 
cost’ rations for turkeys, as opposed 
to rations which produce the fastest 
gains. Involved in this work is the 
substitution of corn and soybean 
meal, one for the other, depending 
on prices of these commodities, to 
produce gains at the least cost. The 
accompanying article is from a re- 
port which appeared in an Iowa 
State Publication, “Iowa Farm 
Science.” Dr. Balloun is associate 
professor of poultry husbandry; Dr. 
Heady is professor of agricultural 
economics; and Mr. Dean is an as- 
sociate in economics. 


the turkey industry becomes 
more competitive, it will be more 
and more important to make the 
right choice of feeds. 

No one ration or diet is the best 
one to use under all conditions. Some 
research has tended to emphasize 
that the “right” ration is the one 
which produces the fastest gains. 
This may be true in some cases, but 
not always. 

Sometimes it may be more profit- 
able to feed the birds a week or two 
longer on a cheaper ration for the 
same total gain—or even to sell at 
the same age but at a slightly light- 


As 


er weight—to achieve the “‘east- 
cost” feeding method. 
Much depends on market condi- 


tions, weather hazards, the finish of 
the market birds, etc. It’s an indi- 
vidual producer problem, but a care- 
ful weighing of the factors involved 
can help in choosing the most profit- 
able program for a particular situa- 
tion 

At any given age or size, any one 


of several different feeds or combin- 
ations of feeds can be used to pro- 
duce similar results. Whenever 
there’s an opportunity to substitute 
one resource for another in produc- 
ing the same product, it often pays 
to use more of one and less of the 
other as prices change. Small sav- 
ings per bird in production costs or 
small increases in marketing mar- 
gins can have important effects on 
total profit. 


Vitamins Important 

The rations commonly used to feed 
market turkeys are made up largely 
of grains or grain products plus soy- 
bean oi] meal. In some of the “fin- 
isher” rations in our studies, these 
made up as much as 1,800 Ib. of a 
ton of feed and accounted for 80 to 
85% of the total feed cost. This 
doesn’t mean that the other 200 Ib. 
of a ton of feed aren’t important. 
The 200 pounds of vitamins, min- 
erals, etc., are very important. But 
little opportunity exists for substitu- 
tion or savings in these. Though im- 
portant nutritionally, they make up 
only about 15% of the of the 
feed. Also, these nutrients are need- 
ed in definite amounts; no combina- 
tion of grain and soybean oil meal 
will produce an effective, economical 
ration without them. 

Vitamin and mineral requirements 
are most critical the first few weeks 


cost 


of the poult’s life. At this age, pre- 
tein requirements also are higher 
and more critical—there’s less op- 


portunity for reducing costs through 


the substitution of less expensive 
feeds. But especially after eight 
weeks of age, real savings can be 
made by using various combinations

Usually these feeds substitute at 
a diminishing rate. That is, each ad- 
ditional pound of one feed in the 
ration replaces less and less of an- 
other in producing 1 Ib. of gain.

Table 1 shows the amounts of corn 
and soybean oil meal needed to pro- 
duce each pound of gain and the 
substitution rates of these feeds for 
poults in the three weight periods, 

The figures in the table show how 
the rate of substitution of 
oil meal changes for different pro- 
tein levels in the ration. In the first 
weight period when the ration con- 
protein, for example, an 
additional pound of soybean oil meal 
will replace 2 Ib. of corn. Therefore, 
if soybean oil meal costs less than 
twice the price of corn per pound, it 
would be profitable to increase the 
protein in the ration. As protein is 
increased, however, we come to the 
place (at 26% protein) 
pound of soybean oil meal 
just 1 lb. of corn.

A further reduction in protein 
below 16% %—would be advisable in 
the final finishing period (16 lb. to 
market weight). We've found that 
rations containing 12-14% protein 
produce good finish at least cost in 
this period. 

Charts Give Clues 

Charts 1, 2 and 3 can help you 
choose the least-cost ration under 
different price situations. Here’s how 
the charts work: Suppose the price 
of corn is $2.50 per cwt. and the 
price of soybean oil meal is $4.10 per 
cwt. Follow the horizontal “$4.10” 
line for soybean oil meal until it 
crosses the vertical “$2.50” line for 
corn. These lines intersect at points 
A, B and C in the charts. Then fol- 
low the diagonal line nearest this 
point to find the least-cost ration 
For the weight interval to 2.44 Ib 
(Chart 1), this is 23% protein. For 
the weight interval from 2.44 to 
6.93 lb. (Chart 2), the least-cost 
ration is 20.5%. And for the weight 
interval from 6.93 lb. to market 
weight (Chart 3) it would be 16% 

Remember, however, that costs 
ean be further reduced in this final 
period by changing the ration more 
often. For the same example given, 
you could use a 20% ration at the 
beginning of this period (at about 
7 lb.) and gradually reduce the pro- 
tein to 12 or 14% by market time

were held here March 26 for Frank 
Earl Roth, retired president and gen- 
eral manager of the Gooch Milling & 
Elevator Co., who died March 23 at 
the age of 78. 

In failing health for several years, 
Mr. Roth had been hospitalized two 
weeks prior to his death. 

Mr. Roth started his business ca- 
reer in Lincoln as a grain man fol- 
lowing his graduation from the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska. In 1908 he joined 
with Herbert E. Gooch in the con- 
struction of the Gooch milling plant 
in Lincoln and was general manager 
until he retired in 1949. The John 
Vanier interests now own the Gooch 
operation which Mr. Roth helped to 
develop into a flour mill, a macaroni 
and spaghetti plant, and a formula 
feed business.

Grain Sorghum Production Increases 


The expansion in U.S. production of 
soybeans has led us to think of the 
soybean as “the wonder crop.” This 
may have caused us to overlook an- 
other up and coming crop, the red- 
headed grain sorghum. It is an ex 
cellent feed crop and one which you 
would do well to become familiar with 
if you haven't already done so 

This article is the first in a series of 
three to acquaint you with some of 
the important economic trends of 
grain sorghum. These trends are im- 
portant to you as a feed manufactur- 
er, and these articles are written to 
help you evaluate the use of grain 
sorghum by your firm. Also, we hope 
to give you a better basis to judge the 
strength of competition you can ex- 
pect from this crop for inclusion in 
the feeding ration and encourage you 
to study proper supplementation for 
grain sorghum 

This first article will discuss trends 
in acreage, yield and production of 
grain sorghum, The second will point 
out substitution characteristics which 
are important from the point of view 
of your profit position.

tuation from year to year, the upward 
trend is unmistakable. 

For the 10-year period 1935-44, an 
average of 86 million bushels of grain 
sorghum were grown in the U.S. For 
the 10-year period, 1945-54, an aver- 
age of 141 millions were grown. This 
increase of an average of 55 million 
bushels represents a rapid acceptance 
of grain sorghums by growers as well 
as by stockmen. Production since 1941 
is shown in Exhibit 2. Also shown in 
Exhibit 2 is the annual production 
since 1941 for several of the leading 
states. 

Now stop and think for a minute 
how big a pile 300 miilion bushels of 
grain sorghum will turn out to be if 
possibilities are realized! 


Japanese Group Studies 
U.S. Developments 


SAN LUIS OBISPO, CAL. — An

Illinois Station Tests 
Thyroprotein for Gilts 


URBANA, ILL.—-Results of one ex- 
periment at the University of Illinois 
showed no significant results from 
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feeding thyroprotein to gilts during 
early lactation, according to Dr. D. E 
Becker. He suggested that more re- 
search on feeding thyroprotein to 
sows and gilts is needed before defi- 
nite conclusions can be 

The main effect in the Illinois test, 
Dr. Becker said, was “greatly in- 
creased weight losses in the gilts both 
before and after farrowing.” He at- 
tributed at least part of the loss to 
the fact that less feed was eaten

The obvious conclusion, Mr. Lane 
says, is that on a range with ample 
| feed but a limited supply of water, 
the water could be a limiting factor 
on total feed consumption. And the 
rancher needs to haul more water 
if the animals are on good feed sup- 
| ply than where the supply is near 
the maintenance level. 


Proper Ventilation Cuts 
Broiler Production Costs 


A University of Maryland grad- 
uate student, Ernest Bossard, has 
reported that proper ventilation will 
decrease the cost per pound of rais- 
ing broilers and will also result in 
better working conditions. And the 
best way to remove excess moisture, 
carbon dioxide, ammonia, disease 
germs, dust, fumes from flueless 
stoves and the like is through the 
use of fans. 

Mr. Bossard said the fans should 
be about one 1/20 h.p. motor per 
1,000 to 2,000 birds, which is small 
enough to allow the fans to operate 
all night without making the house 
too cold. A number of the small fans 
along one wall are better than one 
large one, he says. When warmer 
weather allows windows to be 
opened, he suggests opening the win- 
dows farthest away from the fans. 

During cold weather fans may be 
used to maintain properly vented 
rooms with a great saving in fuel 
cost. If the temperature is too low, 
however, the birds will eat more 
feed in order to maintain sufficient 
energy to keep warm. The increase 
in feed consumption costs more than 
the extra fuel required to heat the 
house 

In warm weather the regular fans 
can be used with additional fans to 
cool off and circulate air in the 
house. If the fans are turned around 
to pull air into the house during hot 
weather, they do a better job than 
when they are exhausting or blowing 


out air 


Pigs Gain More 
| With Pellets 


| Swine feeding trials at Montana 
State College showed that feeding 
pelleted rations increased the daily 
gain of pigs, reduced the amount of 
feed required for 100 |b. gain and 
reduced the time necessary to reach 
market weight. 

| Rations consisted largely of small 
grains and their byproducts and 
were fed in both pelleted and meal 
form to different groups of pigs. 


In one experiment the pellet-fed

pigs gained .12 lb. more per day, 
consumed 53 lb. less feed per 100 Ib 
gain and reached market weight 12 
days sooner than meal-fed pigs. 

In a second trial, the pellet-fed 
pigs gained .26 lb. more per day, ate 
69 lb. less feed per 100 lb. gain, and 
| reached market weight 14 days ear- 
| lier. 


Litter Method 
Controls Parasites 


| Two major poultry parasites, lice 
| and mites, are controlled with a 
| method noted by University of 
| Maryland and other experiment sta- 
| tions. The method involves applying 
| malathion dust to the litter. It is 
| simple and it takes advantage of the 
| chicken habit of dusting in dry lit- 
ter, researchers say. 

Tests at Maryland show that % 
Ib. of 4% malathion dust applied to 
each 20 sq. ft. of litter space gave 
complete control of lice for five 
weeks after the treatment. North- 
ern fowl mite required a heavier ap- 
plication of % Ib. to 1 Ib. of 4% 
malathion per 20 sq. ft 

For laying flocks, the entomolo- 
gists at Maryland recommend put- 
ting malathion dust in nests, in ad- 
dition to the floor litter. The insec- 
ticide apparently does not affect 
hatchability or contaminate the in- 
terior of the egg.

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Hopes Mount for 
Break in Drouth 


By BOB KELLY 
Feedstaffs Special Correspondent 
DENVER—With the passing days 
the favorable aspects of the late 
March-early April snow storm in the 
Southwest far outweigh the toll in 
dead .ivestock. The feed industry as 
a group apparently did not suffer a 


great deal in reduced feed sales, 
even in areas where the most ani- 
mals died. On the other hand, there 


was no immediate increase in feed 
sales of consequence, it was appar- 
ent. 

Rocky Mountain feed dealers 
hailed the storm as possibly break- 
ing the drouth and this could have 
far reaching effects if such hopes 
materialize. 

The possibility of increased grass, 
hay and silage could mean increased 
numbers of livestock in the region 

Herds had been decreased by large 
numbers in the drouth stricken 
range country as range conditions 
made it economically unfeasible for 
ranchers and farmers to hold their 
herds at normal levels and necessi- 
tated moving their cattle to other 
areas or selling to cut down operat- 
ing expenses. 

Although accurate estimates are 
not available, some _ experienced 
guesses place Colorado's 
from seven to ten thousand head of 
cattle. The number lost to the storm 
in New Mexico is about the same. 
Although there were individual 
losses that were of disastrous pro- 
portions, the over-all loss was prob- 
ably less than 1% of the population 
of beef cattle—not enough to notice- 
ably concern the feed and livestock 
industries as a whole 

One Denver feed manufacturer 
expressed the general feeling of the 
trade when he said, “The effects of 
the storm will be noticed next fall 
when resulting grass and hay crops 
will be reason for shipping cattle 
into, rather than out of, the area.” 

One man closely allied with the 
livestock industry felt that any dam- 
age caused by the storm was great- 
ly over emphasized except in indi- 
vidual cases 

From experience the rancher in 
this area expects changing weather 
and sudden storms and for the most 


losses at 


part is prepared with stocks of feed 
to cope with the situation. Although 
drouth conditions had many opera- 


tors working on a close margin hop- 
ing they could get by with little or 
no stocks of feed and hay, most of 
them were adequately prepared as 
far as feeding was concerned 

In all, the livestock losses were not 


great enough to damage the feed or 


livestock industry as a group—the 

moisture could very well mean a 

swing back to normal operation

school committee, in encouraging con- 
tributions to the school fund and 
building general interest in the pro- 
ject. 

Mr. Yantis, in an editorial publish-

to food production.” 

At the conclusion of the fund drive 
for the pilot feed mill, Mr. Yantis 
wrote that this was a substantial ac 
complishment, “but it will be a mis- 
take to consider that the first step is 
the end of the journey. The real and 
basic purpose of the project is to 
make more highly and specially train- 
ed men available to the feed industry. 
Until and unless that objective is 
realized the idea, or the money, will 
not have borne fruit.”

Turkey Ornithosis Discussed 

One of the major problems of Tex- 
is agriculture in the past several 
years has been an outbreak of orni- 
thosis among turkeys. The disease 
affects all types of birds, as well as 
man, and its appearance in Texas 
turkey processing plants at intervals 
in the past few years has created 
havoe with sales of poultry products 


Texas cities, although no consumers 
have been reported to have contract- 
ed the disease from dressed birds. 
To combat the problem extensive 
research has been undertaken at Tex- 
as A&M College and the results of 
this work were reported by Dr. D. E. 
Davis and Dr. J. P. Delaplane, of the 
veterinary medicine school. The virus- 
like disease is spread by contamina- 


tion and wild water birds are be- 
lieved to be a major agent. 
The college scientists said that 


when the disease is diagnosed in a 
flock it should immediately be put 
on all-mash feed containing 200 gm 
Aureomycin per ton for three weeks, 
with no other feed allowed. After 
three weeks the flock should be main- 
tained on a feed with a 100 gm. level 
of Aureomycin until marketed. The 
latter level also is effective in pro- 
tecting a clean flock which has been 
exposed, It is also important that tur- 
keys be ranged at least 150 yards 
from ponds, streams or lakes, the 
speakers advised.

STATE CHECKS TRUCKS 
HAULING ANIMALS 


FRANKFORT, KY. — Agents from 
the office of the state veterinarian 
have been stationed at 32 truck check 
points near points of entry into the 
state. Dr. L. L. Breeck, state veteri- 
narian and director of the livestock 
sanitation division, said the agents 
are checking trucks hauling livestock 
to determine whether the animals 
have proper health certificates. Ken- 
tucky law requires that all animals 
shipped interstate must be free of 
brucellosis, tuberculosis, cholera and 
other contagious diseases. The road- 
blocks were set up by the revenue 
department near points of entry to 
assure full compliance with the state’s 
motor fuel tax laws. 


marketing agencies to do a more 
complete marketing job for produc- 
ers, and (3) encourage the establish- 
ment of quality incentive payments. 

As the second major point in the 
policy declaration, directors 
urged a curtailing of indiscriminate 
credit within the industry, regardless 
of source, and the adoption of ac- 
cepted and proven business practices 
in financing operations. 

In line with grower resistance to 
governmental controls and subsidies 
such as are in force with grain, to- 
bacco, cotton and peanut farmers, 
NEPPCO directors agreed to main- 
tain its traditional “hands off" policy. 

For close to three months, Council 
officials have been polling poultry 
farmers in 14 states to get their 
views on federal price supports, sub- 
sidies and controls. It is the first 
such effort to conduct a full-scale 
investigation to determine exactly 
how poultrymen themselves feel on 
this sensitive point. 

Seven questions were put to poul- 
trymen in the survey. The first two, 
drawing 65% of the vote, specified 
that the only help acceptable would 
be possible governmental interven- 
tion in the event of disaster 

The only other alternative to draw 
a substantial vote was one which 
asked for some degree of production 
control derived from government 
authority, but  producer-directed. 
Approximately one-fifth of the farm- 
ers replying checked this proposal. 
More than half of this vote origi- 
nated in New Jersey. 

New Jersey was the only 
out of the 14 from which a major 
response was forthcoming that did 
not give substantial majorities to the 
“free marketing” proposals. Ohio led 
the list with 84% in favor, Pennsy]l- 
vania was a close second at 80, New 
Jersey was at the bottom with 35%. 
Most states ranged between 70 and 


state 


Those poultrymen with smaller 
sized flocks voted more strongly in 
all states for free markets and free- 
dom from controls of any kind. Own- 
ers of larger flocks showed a strong- 
er leaning toward production con- 
trols, particularly in the broiler field 
where such polices have been under 
discussion for months.
